Woodstock, Va., Aug. IS. — S»MiHt..r Hid 
dlebelger got himself into pretty scrape here 
Friday, and sj^Htnt the night aniiU the dia- 
coraforUi of a squalid county Jail. Tbe aan- 
ator was intaraaiad ia a caaa on trial ia tba 
coimty court which bad aoma local polltlaal 
significance.
